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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Committee of Temple: 

Herewith I submit my fourth annual report as Su- 
perintendent of your schools. 

In the resignations of Miss Frye and Mrs. Fitch we 
lost two teachers of unusual worth. ‘The vacancies 
thus caused were filled by Miss Helen Brown of Troy 
and, Miss Pauline Wells of Derry. Miss Brown, who has 
had some normal school training and two years of pre- 
vious experience, has charge of the grammar school 
room. ‘This year because of the large number of chil- 
dren enrolled in the first three grades the fourth grade 
was put into the upper grade room. Although \isome- 
what handicapped because of this increase in pupils, 
Miss Brown has organized the work of the room very 
well and through careful preparation of her teaching 
lessons has secured on the whole good results. In the 
primary room Miss Wells has shown an adaptability 
for teaching small children which with added experi- 
ence should bring success. 

A slight increase is shown in the enrollment for this 
year. The registration thus far is 44 while last year 
the total was 41. This increase is likely to continue 
for a few years at least as there are more than twice 
as many children in the first four grades as in the up- 
per four. The per cent of attendance for last year was 
93.93 or .77 per cent higher than the average for the 
state. This very creditable record has been surpassed 
for the first sixteen weeks of the present year as a 
glance at the table appended to this report shows. 

This year general intelligence tests and standardized 
tests in the various subjects are being given in grades 
three to eight. The purpose of these tests is to measure 
the results of instruction and thereby find out the in- 
dividual deficiencies which furnish a basis for further 
drill. ‘They also furnish a means of comparison between 
the work accomplished by our children and those in 
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other towns all over the country. The tests are given 
twice each year, thus affording another means of meas- 
uring the progress of each child. A progress record 
card for each pupil is made out for tthe purpose not 
only of recording the scores in each subject but to fur- 
nish a_ visible evidence of the child’s improvement. 
These progress record cards should prove an incentive 
to children to greater endeavor. 

The Courtis drill pads in arithmetic have been intro- 
duced for the purpose of increasing the speed and ac- 
curacy of the children in the manipulation of numbers 
in the four fundamental operations. Houston’s writing 
lessons are also being used for the first time this year. 
New geographies, supplementary readers in history, and 
readers for the primary grades have also been purchas- 
ed. 

The Dental Clinic organized by the County Farm 
Bureau and supported jlocally by the Ladies Sewing 
Circle was a splendid success. Nearly all of the chil- 
dren with defective teeth in school availed themselves 
of the opportunity for treatment. The benefits of this 
form of health work cannot be overestimated and much 
credit is due the ladies of the church for their efforts 
and generous support of the Clinic. 

At the last school meeting $50.00 was raised for 
medical inspection and health work in the schools. 
Miss Christine Higgins of Wilton succeeded Miss Ellis 
as school nurse. She is a trained nurse with several 
years of experience in public health work. Her report 
in which is incorporated the result of the medical in- 
spections by Dr. Pease is herewith appended. 

In conclusion, I wish to thank the teachers, School 
Board and townspeople for their loyal support in mak- 
ing the Temple schools a success.

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REPORT OF SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 

The pupils in the Temple schools are making very 
isatisfactory progress in music and seem to be enjoying 
it. As there were not enough music books for the 
scholars new books were purchased in the fall. The 
first grade has been learning rote songs ‘and the other 
grades have been reading music from books which are 
of the New Educational Music Course, published by 
Ginn and Company. The music in these books is a 
pedagogical arrangement of two principles of music, 
Time and Tune, and progresses step-wise in a manner 
easily understood by the children. 

Last year the pupils prepared special music for 
Christmas, Memorial Day and Graduation. This year 
they had special songs for Thanksgiving and Christmas. 

The kind cooperation of the Superintendent, School 
Board, and teachers has been a great help in carrying 
on the work.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL NURSE 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 

Health Supervision may seem decidedly out of place 
when the ‘existence of the schools is primarily for the 
mental development of the children. 

But consider for a moment the close relationship 
that exists between mental development and physical 
health. 

On an average, two thirds of all of the school chil- 
dren in this country are suffering from some eye, ear, | 
nose or throat defect. Can you expect a child ‘to learn 
to read if he is nearsighted, can you expect alertness 
from-a child whose mental and physical growth is re- 
tarded by diseased tonsils, and adenoid growth, and 
can you expect regular attendance from a child whose 
physical defects make him susceptible to colds ‘anid chil- 
dren’s diseases ? 

Seventeen children in the Temple schools have de- 
fective teeth. If first teeth are not taken care of the 
mouth will not be in a healthy condition for the de- 
velopment of the second teeth, and if second teeth decay, 
not only are many lost, but heart disease, rheumatism, 
neuralgia and many other diseases may develop. 

A glance at the school physician’s report will reveal 
other defects, all of which should be carefully investi- 
gated unless it has already been proven beyond doubt 
that further medical advice or treatment 1s unnecessary. 

With only rare exceptions all parents try to do evy- 
erything necessary for their children, and it is only to 
help in every way possible that the nursing service 
has been organized. To bring to the attention of the 
parents the defects found by the physician which might 
Otherwise escape their attention, whenever necessary 
to help procure treatment, to circulate most reliable in- 
formation on all that pertains to health, to emphasize 
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in school the thealth habits which are being taught at 
home and to help prevent contagion is the job of the 
school nurse. 

Nine school visits were made at which times pupils 
were inspected, eyes and ears examined, balls and phys- 
ical exercises given. 

Only by a thorough understanding and by the best 
of cooperation between parents, teachers and the nurse 
can the work progress and the health of the pupils 1m- 
prove from:year to year.
